The Year 1667 hath proved hitherto, viz. unto this in- 
ſtant Sepcember (being the time of my Writing this) a 
Year of trouble, unto Flanderg and the Spaniſh Netherlands, 
by reaſon of the ſudden and unexpetted entrance of his 
Majelty of France, with his Armies into thoſe Countries, 
appearing theie in a hoſtile manner raking many Towns,and 
endeavouring to reduce thoſe Countries unto himſelf,which 
hath at preſent ſomewhat ſtartled Sparn, and the Empire of 
Germany, and the Princes the:eat.

Thereby portending aRions , both good, and 
bad ; and of ſeveral kinds and natutes, to happen in ſundry 
parts of Europe, even in this very Year. 

We have Three Planets in a fiery Sign, viz, of Penus, 
and Merciy, Two in an Alery, wiz, Setwry and the 
Avon ; One in an Earthy, viz. Jupiter ;- and one ina 
Watry, viz, Mars, who is in Scorpio: Therefore they may 
very well import, multiplicity of buſineſs in the World, or 
variety of Aſtion, Here is the 1woinfortunes very ſtrong, 
vir.

Ingreſs, cannot have ſuch great ſ1gnification, as thoſe that 
are ſtrong 5 for the flronger any Hanet 1s is any Year, at 
any revolution of the World, or mgreſs of the Sun into the 
Solſtitial points ; the greater will be his ſignification,as unto 
future events: Andrheſe two Planets, Saturn, and Mays, 
uſually when they are Eſſentially ſtrong, in any polition or

more powerfull, and hath a more forcibler fignification, 
than when in Capricorn z ſo ſayes the Learned Carday,whoſe 
words are theſe ——— 010 potentior $aturnus;'0 mags obef;

But I proceed; as theſe two before mentioned Planets, 
Saturn and Mays, are now Sabterrances and under the Earth, 
even at this//ernal ingreſs ; ſo they may thereby declarezthat 
thoſe things portended (this Year) by them, ot what nature 
or kind ſcever, will be mathaged and carried on, with much 
under hand dealing,and in an occule manner. Mar! is ſta- 
tionary, and is ſtandingto Retrogradation, and this ſeems 
to be ot ſome ill conſequence, and may prenote, that thoſe 
ations {ignified by him (at this time,) will be the more 
miſchievous and harmfull ro mankind.

Again, Satwn in the 5th. ſeems to inform us.and denote, 
that it will be a time ot no great matter of jollicy,or of mth 
and pladneſs; unto ſome Countries ; bur rather a time of 
much difficulty in their affairs ; he may alſo ( being thus 
polited) now ſignifie hard labour, unto divers Women with 
Child, or the death of many young Women in Child bed, 
or be may import the death ot many young C hildren. Much 
cold weather inthe Spring time: And much dulneſs and

manileſted,' in many Kingdoms and Regions,and (alſo) in 
ſome (ities under that very Trigon ; but eſpecially, in thoſe 
that are under the Czleſtial Conſtellation of Sagitary : and 
ſome alterationtyor Changes, may perhaps break torth in 
choſe places, ere long, and in this very Year 1668,under that 
very Aſteriſme, pix. Sagitary before named ; during the Ef- 
{eQs ot this very Ecliple : And turnipgs, and windings will 
happen, in ſome particular Countries and places ; And if we 
may lawfully, without any offence, proceed he:e, to mention 
thoſe places and Regions, which according to our belt un- 
derſtanding, from hence ſeem ſignified, to be molt concerned 
by this preſent before mentioned Lunar Eclipſe, in May this 
Year; we do then ſay, that Spain, Hungary, Dalmatia, Scla 
vonia, and many other remote and Forraign Countries ate 
under this very before namedConſtellationSegitarine, wheres 
n this very Eclipſe of the Moon bapneth; therefore aflured- 
ly, thoſe places, and the people Inhabiting in them, will un- 
doubtedly, in one kind or other, be ſenlible of this Eclipſes 
Portents: And in regard it hapnetb in a Houſe of Conten- 
t10n, vi7, the 7th. being by all Aſtrologers, reputed a Houſe 
ot Controverlies, and Quarrelling ; trom hence it may be 
feared, that its effcAs will be much of the nature, and uy 
ity 
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| lity of that Houſe, and may be of a yiolent and ſturdy Na+ 


ture: The more it may be doubted, in regard the Sign is of 
a fiery, and hot'temper,and the Eclipſe it felt is in an Angle 
and alſo in a Conſtellation of the nobleſt Trigo:, Yet how, 
ever we do obſerve, that the Moon next after her ſeparation, 
from the oppolition of the Sun at this Eclipſe, comes to a 
Sextile of Saturn and Mars,which may in ſome meaſure give 
vs hopes, thac the effets and Portents of this very Lunar de- 
ſet, now here mentioned, will not appear altogether fo tur- 
bulent, as may be at ſometimes feared, 

It is the Opinion of the Ancients, in former times, that 
all thoſe Countries and places, under the whole Trigen, or 
gradrmmele, wherein any Eclipſe, at any time ſhall happen, 
ſhall be a!ſo likewiſe, in one reſpeR or other, hinted agghere- 
by * If fo, then divers other places more than choſe, Whom 
ve have here before ſet down; in Europe nearer hand, may 
partake ot thoſe things, ſignified by this Eclipſe, and of its 
Portents and effeRs. lhetruth is, the Aſtrologers,in former 
Apes and times palt, were generally of this belief, vix, that 
the greate(t, and moſt weightieſt efſe&s of any deteſt, whe- 
ther Lunar or Solar, ſhould be of the very natwe and quality 
of the Lord thereof, or principal Ruler of the Eclipſe, or in 
more plainer terms, of that very Planer, which at the time 
of a defet of the Sun, or Moon, ſhall bave moſt dignities in 
the place Eclipſed, and the Angle ſucceeding it ; whom they 
do determine, and appoint to be Lord thereot ; and of this 
Opinion is Prolomy, Lib.z Cap 7 Quadripart ; whoſe words 
ae theſe —— ODuecungue fella erratica plu ious mans utri- 
que Loco, id eſt deliquii 1pſins er boc ſequentis Card.nis adjungi 
cernetury ea ſola Dominationem occubabit. 

Notwithſtanding, ſome late Aſtrologers, as Orig «nus and 
ethers, think it neceſſary to have (alſo) regard to the Aſcen- 
danr, at the time of an Eclipſe, and foto take notice of (and 
fully examine) the Planer, that bath moſt dignities in thoſe 
three places, vix the place Eclipled, Angle ſucceeding, and 
Aſcendant ; and accordingly, to judge of the Portents, and 
effeRts of any Eclipſe : From hence we may very jultly affign 
the Planet Jupiter, to be Lord and principal Ruler, of this 
Lunar Ecliple, as having moſt dignities, in the before _ 
one 
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aned/places, viz, the place Eclipled,or Conſtellation,where. 
in this very Eclipſe hapneth, the Angle ſucceeding ,the E- 
clipſe, and Aſcendant at the time thereot ; aud Peras next 
him, bath the moſt d:gnities and fortitudes, in thoſe places 
of Heaven before named : Ergo, the effefts of this yery Li» 
#ar Eclipſe, w:!l be much ot their natures, and diſpoſitions: 
The very truth is, Z4piter i5 the ſole diſpoliter of the Moon 3 
the Eclipſecir ſel: hapning in his Houſe, (as I ſaid herein, a 
very little before;) and he, vix. 7upiter.is now polited in the 
Aſcendant in Tas 0, at the middle rinte of this deteR of the 
Moon in May, being juſt artfing 10 our Horizon (then,) and 
ſhewing bimfelt in che Eaſt. All which conlidered, may ve- 
ry well inform us further, of thus much, ve. That this E- 
cliplezgfieRts, will have very much relation, unto the Anci- 
ent L and Cultomes, of ſome Countries and Cities : 
and that there is very like ro be, in ſome -Forraign places, 
reat change of Laws, and National Conſtitutions ; much 
| — of Leagues betwix! Nation and Nation, and King- 
dom and Kingdom ; little F:1end{hip amofigit men; many 
Duels fought in ſome Countries ; great Controverlies, of 
an appearance ot ſome diſorders in Hungary, Spain, and (e- 
veral other places, under Sygitarias; much deceit and coze- 
nage in Contrats, and bargains, amongſt many people; 
many people will endeavour to cozen and cheat one ano- 
ther : much Thieving and Robbing, for Caude Dracores 15 10 
Scorpio, in the 7th. Houſe : many Law-ſuits, many quarrel 
and publick Conteſts ; great wrangling, betwixt men and 
their Wives, or much ſtiite amongit ſome married people: 
Aud here leems further fignifed, that the Tarks will prove 
troubleſome to ſome of their Neighbours), during the cen- 
tinuation of this Eclipſer effetts. 

Again, it we take further notice and Obſervation, of thoſe 
places under the oppoſite Sign, viz. Gemini, which ae alſo 
concerned hereby ; we may then have pood cauſe to 1ear, 
that this preſent Laner defet doth denote ſome turther 
trouble, or diſturbances, unto the Sp#1:h Nethe:lands, and 
Low- Countries : for Gemini is oppolite unto Segitavius,and 
ſome City, or Cities in Flawndeys ; and Fleaunders it ſelf will 
be in ſome degree ſenlible of the influence betev!, Here (3 

alſo 
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410 declared the deſtruftion of ſome. Cty, ot Town, by the 
fury of War ; or the de:no'iſhing of ſome Caſtle, or Galtles; 
or the Ruine of many Families ; But I paſs & the Eclipſe ot 
the Su in O!Zober (being confined to a nanow feantling ot 
Paper) the Scheam whereof doith he etollow, ——— 
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Ere appeais, a veiy fad face ut Hoaven, at the time of 
this Solar Eclipſe this Year; tor heie ae, both the in- 
fortunes, viz. Saturn, and Mar, inthe Aſcendant, and ate 
both alſo Angular z the one beiog in Capricorty bis Exalta- 
tion; the other in Aquarivs, his own Houſe: They are both 
very (trong, and very excellently tortified ; befdes the Sus 
and Mo04 ate not far off, of the Drogons Tail. 
ſho bcliple it (el! begins in the 10th. Houſe, andends in 
the 9th. the S1gn kcli; ted 1s Scorpio, the molt viporous Sign 
in tie Zodioeck : the Houſe of Mars, and o: the Watry Ti1- 
Flicity, fo tha: Marrs 15 the (ole diſpoliter of the Swny and 
Moon, at the tive of this very Solar Ecliple, in Ober this 
Ve'y Year 1608 The 
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The defett is very conſiderable, the Suz being Eclipſed 
almolt to the quantity of 7 Digits : So that withour any 
further diſpute, this very Solar Eclipſes effeRts, ( of which 1 
now treat af ) will be ot no mean importance 3 but will al- 
ſuredly be of very great conſequence, unto thoſe Countries, 
Kingdoms, and P:ovinces, inthe which Divine Providence, 
hath affigned themto be manifelted in: And Saturn, and 
Mars, may very juſtly challenge (and have) the greatelt 
(hare, and Dominion, in the fignification ot its Portents ; 
they being the ſole Lords of the dete@ it ſelf, beitg chiet- 
Rulers ot the Sign Eclipſed, Medium Celi, and Aſcendant,as 
having moſtdignities, in thoſe very places of Heaven, at the 
very time thereof, 

We proceed here fuither and ſay,that alchough 30 Eclipſe 
of the Aggon, 1s of very g:eat concernment, wherever it hap- 
pens, and veiy worthy of {tri&t Obſerration, 11 thoſe Regt- 
ons where it appears vilible; yer an Eclipſe of the Swn,when 
ever it fals ourt,to be of any co tiderable bipnels goes tar be+ 
yond the other 19 its fign(fication, and is of tar more note in 
thoſe parts of the World, where *tis viſible,and hath greater 
effects ſucceeding it, than that of the Moon : For the Sun is 
the moſt nobleſt Planet in the Heavens,and bath 1el1tion un+ 
to the moſt famous, and noblelt matiers here on Earth; we 
mean as unto men and things. And although it be cue 
which Philoſophers ſay, concerning, an Ecliple of the Sun, 
that it is nothing elſe, but -———. Intercrptco lumings Solarrs 
proſeBa ex interpofitione Lune inter Solem, atque afpti{nm 
woſlrum— And that — Solis Eclipfis fit, nuando Lune in 
ipſum Incurrit, according to that of Surd.cs, Yet very fel- 
dome or never, however happens, any eminent So/er dete(t, 
m any Year, but ſome notable a&'ons,alterations,or things, 
quickly ſucceed; or do appear upon the Stage ot che World 
quickly after, and during the time l:mited, tor the continu. 
ation ef its effe&ts ; and thoſe alſo anſwerable ro the Mag- 
mitude,or greatneſs of theEclipſe it ſelf,as might here be very 
well made out unto you, did the S$tationer allow us more 
Paper for ſuch a worke ; but we muſt cloſe up all, in thee 
ſheers, therefore | muſt haiten, notwithitan ling Scito 
quod 51 Eclipſi non poteſt peri, quin ſignificetur mignim aliquod 
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accident , ſecundum quantitatem ijfius Eclipſis, Meſſahalah Lib. 59, De ve- 
tus Eclipfbns. Again further Eclpſes enum Sov; preſerttm cum plur imam 
dhtenobratur, non leves ac tonnes fed fempey atroces funeftar,& tragicos exitus 
efferre ſolent,\0 layes Leovitins —— Bur this 15 to be underſtood tro hap» 
pen, eſpecially in thoſe places, molt of all under, and ſubje@ 10 the 
Conſtellation, whereia the Ecliple appeareth. 

As Saturn, and Mars, at this rime, hath the ſole Dominion in this 
Eclipſe, and are Lords,and chief Rulers of the figure of Heaven,at the 
time thereof; So the effefts of the Eclipie may be very much dif 
liked, and truly it may be feared, will be of a deſtruftiye, or pernici- 
ous nature, unto the Publique Aﬀairs, and Negotiations, of very ma- 
ny Countries, and Kingdoms under Scorpio; and it may very well 
import, and be the precurſor of ſome Mutations, ar Changes,'o hap- 

n in the Northern parts of the World, (for as 1 told you before 
Cds, when a little before 1 ſpoke of the poſition of Heaien, at the 
return of the Sun into Are this Y car. concetning the then Poſition 
of Mars, even in that Sigg : ) That this Sign, wiz, Scorpio, is a North 
Sign, and hath very great relatioa unto thoſe parts of the World ; 
and as ir is of the Watry Triplicity, o it may toreſhew much a@tion 
upon the Seas, and Warzers ; ſudden Tempelt, and that the Ships and 
Navies of ſeme Counrries,avd Kingdoms, which ſhall Voyage Nort he 
wards, during this Eclipſes effets, will oft be in danger by toul Wea- 
ther, and boiſterous $:orms, whereby the Noble Sea man will receive 
very much diſcouragement : Here is allo lignified by this Solar defeRt, 
loſs ia the Fiſhing Trade, of ſome Countries ; either they will catch 
little or no Fiſh, or thoſe not very good or ſfound— However the 

rincipal Attions, and things, from hence intended and prenored, © 
a forth in the Wogp, will moſt of all appear, towards or about 
Norway, Denmark, Greenland, and thoſe other places, Regions, and 
Countries, lying 10 the before mentioned Quarter of Heaven,wgthe 
North.We may alſo here proceed further, upon this very So/ey Ecupſe 
in Offebex this Year 1668 ; And alſo further affirm, that when Mars is 
Lord of an Fclipſe, as now he is, be ſhall tben ſignifie much diſorder, 
and many very ugruly Aftions t@ enſue, and to be manifeſted, and 
break forth in the World, during its effeAts : He allo declares Wars 
and Commoriens, the raiſing and advancing of Arms and Souldiers ; 
and this Eclipſe doth ſignifie warlike Aftions,and Stratagems to hap- 
pen; andits effefts and influence may prove very obnoxious unto 
many,perſons and places : For Aſars Lord of an Eclipfe, and that e+ 
ſpecially of the S»n 4as this is) naturally portendeth Wars and T'u« 
mujts, hatred, diſcords, robbing avd ſacking, and ſpoiling of Towns, 
Caliles, and Cities ; the wine and deſtruon of tamors and anci- 
eat Foundations, and buildings; the wrath and anger of grear Per- 
lons ; Diſeaſes of a hot,dry, and violent nature ; Feavers,the Plague, 
and Peſt:Jenrial diſeaſes, &-c beſides he likewiſe figuifies, much mil. 
Chief in the Rivers, Seas, and Waters, and fhews that the freſh- 
Water 
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water, uſcd for commen and ordinary imployments, and occaſions 
amongſt as, will be unwholſome ; And in the Air (allo) he ſigniti- 

eth a ludcen mutation and change;dreadfull Thunder and Lighcning,
